A revised version of a 1963 guide to British 
governsent publications lists U.K. departnents, connittees and other 
agercies vhlch issue docuients relating to education, and regular 
publications which sake op the literature of edacation. Bach agency 
and its relationship to the subject is explained and its publishing 
role suauarized; building bulletiast curriculum panphlets, annual 
reports and other publications of the Oepartsent of Education and 
Science are listed and explained. An introduction explains hov 
various materials are listed and cataloged and hov reprints naj be 
obtained. Addresses for Ber Bajestj's Stationery Office, the 
governnent publisher, are included.

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having the vtitue of brevity, has dan^en ia that the report may be almoft im- 
poisible to identify in the catalofue of a laise libraiy, unless thb provides a cross 
rdbcncc from the name of the chairman, and it may even mislead serioitfly as 
several of the p romin en t public figures a^wiated with famous reports have 
chaired inore than one conimittce (e^ Sir John Wolfcnden) aiid these ooinmittees 
may have been set up Iqr a variety of bodies which take responsibility for the 
publication of the report. Some libraries may 0O to what can be described as the 
opposite extreme of including all the inlbrination for its hradmg that can be 
gleaned from aS sources and are obvious to a reader with puMicatioo in his hand 
but infuriating to those who wish to use the catalogue as a finding tool after 
locating the desired item in the bibUograph-^ally imptrfact but indispcmaHe 
official indexes Some libraries omit he country of origin from the heading but 
this aeenu to indicate a too parochial outlook. The choice of 'ENGLAND* in 
place of *GREAT BRITAIN' my learf to some bizarre hradii^, The custom of 
iBing such inversiom as 'Education and Scienoe, Department oT is ato found. 
This is an attempt to bring publications together in spite of changes in the name 
of the departmenL The sections 7S46 of the new A^flo-Ameriem eatalogmKg 
nda . . . British text. Library Association. 1967, icp r emi t policies avoiding some 
of the extremes found in current catalogues and even if not adopted fuUy will 
inllucaoe library practice. 

The Stationery Office acts as booksHler although not the publisher to a wide 
rangeof bodies iochidingArtt Council of Great Britain British 
Council {Aimual report onlyX British Fibn Institute {Omlook), firittsh Museum, 
and British Museum (Natural History) (catalogues, periodicals, pamphlets, etc.). 
National institute for Research in Nuclear Science, Science Research Council, 
and U.ICA.E.A. it is the agent in Great Britain for certain oveneasgovcnimeals, 
eg, Canada (selected titles only) and international organisations, eg. Council of 
Europe, O.E.C.D., and U.N.E.S.C.O. It does not act for Commonwealth 
Governmci<Priigers (other than the exception li^ied above) arid has ceased to be 
agem of the United States Governinerg Printing Office. For detaib see the annual

H.M.S.O. issues daily (which inckide reprims and StatutOiry Instruments), 
monthly, and annual lists of new publications, with a fivr*ycar cofuolidated index, 
and there are also sectional lisl^ giving, under each department of state, thu 
publicat«oiB of the department which are cuncntly available. That for the 
Department of Education and Science is Secikmai List My. 2 and 36 the Scottish 
Defnrtment of Education. These are free to apfriicants. 

Libraries wh!ch maintain a special catatogur of officol publicatiom may use 
the II.M.S.O. service of sets of index cards. 

The comfilete range of H.M.S.O. activities was graphically and interestingly 
described and illustrated in PMisked by HMS.O.: a brief guUk to officii 
pabHeatiotts, 1960, and another useful, though more official, guide is Offidai 
indexes, lists, guides, cataiogues, I9S7. Library studcnU and others interested in 
greater detail may find useful J. G. Otl^ Am introthetion to British Govemmemt 
pMcatkms, Association of Assistant Librarians, l%S.

Headmp and titles given 
in the Fonb' Breviaie of parliamentary papers and in the indexes of the IL M^O. 
Catalogae ofpnemment pMkatians (puhlished under various titles since 1922) 
may not be identt6ed m library catalnjpift with any speed. The Fbids' A gmde 
to paHkmemary papers : what they are : haw ta find tkem : 1956 
should also be consulted.

6* Offl ScfHee ComMtaisn 

This is an independent body which orfanises recruitment to the many branches 
of the Gvil Service and has publidied, for example, OrU service potU for 
gradnates. 
7. CMWOflce 

This issued occasional reports on education in British colonies and dependen- 
cies. lU responsibilities have diminished with time and areas formeriy under iU 
control now publish through their own Government Prmters. In October 19 66 
it merged into the Cbmmonwcalth Relations Office to form the Co jmionweaMi 
Office. 

t. C e—i Wif of CmmtA en E i rati — 

This *vas a special department of the Privy Council set up by Order in Council 
in It39 to superintend the granu made by the Gover nmen t for the erection of 
schoob and training colleges, lu place was taken by the Education Department in. 
February 1S56. 

9. ruiBiiniHillh Cteation Liaisin CsHliii 

Set up m 1960 as a result of the First Co mm onwealth Education Conference 
it receives mformation from governments on the progress of educational schemes. 
It publishes an annual report and other publications; eg. Language and com* 
munication in tlie Commonwealth, 1965; CorresgMndence courses in the training of 
teachers: a swrxey of current pra-tice in the commonwealth (by J. L. Ewing), 1966,

13. Prpfirt af FrsBMlc AiUkt 

The Firrt Secretary of State*s command psqxr (Qmid. 2764) 71hr lur^^ 
1965, has an important section on educalioiL The various regional ooonomic 
planoing councils reporting to the Departmeiit make proposab aflbctiiw or 
relating to educational provision m their areas. 

14. The DcpwtMtaf EdKadsnandSdMce 

The Dtpnrtmeot, which tcplaoed the Mmistry of Education from 1st Apri^ 
is organised m branches concerned with scbooisp further educatkm. l^acheri and 
kindred sufejects in England and Wales, vnivenities in Great AriUm, and with 
civil scienoe. The bruicfa coooenied with universities is repomibfe for thek total 
needs for grants both recurrent and capital and replies generally to Pariiameotary 
questkm telatmg to universities; H is not concerned with the detailed alki^^ 
of funds to hidivkhial imtitutkms, for their academic poficy or .or their adoMii* 
strative procedures. Specialist branches for heaMi, buikfi^ statistics, law and 
information are available to provide professiooal advice for all branches. The 
Department's responribilities in Wales ate looked after by the Educatkm OfBoe 
for Wales, whose headquarters is in Cardiff. 

Tt.. Department does not run aiiyschoob or technical colkges, or ciWige any 
tcachen, or prescribe any textbooks or curricula, but it does: 

set minimmi standards of educatkmal prorision; 

control the rale, distributkm and nature of educational buildtnc; 

control teacher training and supply and determine the princqrfes 

recognition of teachers as quaSfted; 

administer a superaflnuattoa scheme for teachen; 

arrange for the incorpor ati on of estimates of ktcal education expenditure m 
provision for general grant; 

support fhianrially Iqr direct grarit a limited mmiber of institi**kms of a spe^ 
kind; 

support some research at all leveb whhtn the educational system, through the 
agency of the Natkmal Foundation for EducatkMuU Research, university 
dcp^ rtmenu md other bodies; 

settle disputes, for example, between a parent and a local ecucation authority, 
or between a h)cal educatkm authority and the mapagers of a school. 
Rdatioos with the universities are conducted thrb^ the University GnuiU 
Committee. Its duties for civil science are carried out by a number of research 
councils, indudtng the Medical and the Agricuhural Research Counctfa^ the 
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Natural Envirooment Research Council and the Science Researdi ' - unciL The 
Secretary of State is advised conoenung finance for the research councih by the 
Council on Scientific Policy. 

There is a Secretary of State respomible for the work of the whole department 
and he is assisted Iqr two Ministm of State, and two Pvlian-zCitfary Under- 
Secretaries with responsibility for the artt and sport respectively. Many chanpes 
woe cflected throufh the Sciemct md TtcMogy Ac:, 1965. which took cllect 
on 23rd March 1965, and whkii was the outcome of the report of the oommittee 
whose chaimian was Sir Burke Trend (Gmnd. 2171). Other changes stem from 
discussion arising from the Robbiitt Report. 

1S> DepviaHBt if EnfleinMnt aad P^^sdndMly 

This Department was created in April 1963, and took over all the functions of 
the former Ministry of Labour together with responsibilities of the Depaitment 
of Ec o aomic Aflairs for the prices and incomes policies of the g o rn nme n t 
Through its interest m industrial training, youth empk^ymcat and its manpower 
studies St has a significant influence on educatkm. Its series Choice of comets and 
the editiom of its Careen gmde: opportmities in the professiom, imkatry and 
commerce P'thtd.^ 1 968) pnmde useful information for school leavers and others. 
Under sectkm 11 0)ciihtlmhtsihalTraimni Act, 1964 it receives the reporU of 
the Central Training CounciL The first of these reiiorts was published in 1965 as 
House of Commons PSi^ier 352. The Centnd Training Council has puU^ied a 
series of Memoranda c o ncerned with various aspects of inditftrial training, eg. 
Memonmdmt tio, \ the lae of program me d instruction in imhatrial training. Its 
Comme rcia l and Clerical Training Commitlee issued in 1966 Training for com- 
merce and the otfice^ m 1968 TraUjing export staff {CbakvianSii'^. Haughton). 
In 1966 a Coinmittee on the Trunmg of Trainiiig Officers uiidn- the Ghairma^ 
of Mr R. C. BeUanty reported on imrodncuny courses. A further series of the 
Department is Training it^brmation papers, and Indnstriai training research 
fiyifffr. The minister also receives the reports oft ^ Natknial Youth Employment 
CdimciL The first of a series of Manpower studies was The pattert for 'he future, 
and when the ministry was the Mmbtry of Labour and National Service it pub- 
lished, vrith the Ixx^ Picsklent of the Cotmcirs Advisory Cduncil on Sdentific 
Micy, Scientific and e ngineering manptmer in Great Britain (the Zuckennan 
Report) 1 956. The trainmg of the disabxd is the rvspoiisibiltty of this DepartnMnt, 
wirich, when the Ministry of Labotir received from its Standing Committee on 
the Rchabilitatkm and Resettlement of Disabled Persons an account called 
Serficesfor the dbMed,M.ed, 1961. 

16* DmartMnt ef HcaMl and Sadil Secvlty 

This recently established depaitment co mbines the functions of the former 
Ministry of Hodth and the Ministry of Social Security. 

Social workers, hospitals, child health, and for the moment, training centres 
for severely subnormal chikhen are foitr subjects whkii ifl^^ 
which fan within the province of this depaitment. Fot an example see the former 
Ministry of I1eahh*s The welfare of chiUren in hospital^ 1959, and its Fost'certt- 
fkate trMi^ and education of nurses, 1966, from a subcommittee chaired by 
Miss M. B. Piowell of the Central Heahh Servkxs Coimcil. 

In 1967 the former Ministry of Social Security published Circumstances of 
famiiies: report of an enquiry by the Ministry of Pensions and National Insurance 
with the co-operation of the National Assistance Boards (subsequently combined to 
form the Ministry of Social Security). The title i; some indicatkm of the trans- 
formation of welfare organisatkMi in recent years. 

17. DcpartMit ef Scientific and kdMtrW RcMnrdi 

This departmem was under the Minister for Science but its importance requires 
separate consideratkm. lu mam puMicatkMis, e.g. the annual Sciemifie research 
in British universities, were concerned with higher scientific and technokigical 
activities. It administered the National Lending Llbrwy for Sdenoe and Techno- 
k)gy at Boston Spa, Yorkshire, which has iu own series of puMicatkm, and 
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co-ordinated the work of nuuiy research establishments and associations. The 
work of this department has beoi re-organised and now forms part of the empire 
of the Department of Education and Science, but some of its functions have been 
transferred to the Ministry of Technology. 

18. EdMitioa Deportment 

This was the central department of educational administration, with the Depart- 
ment of Science and Art, until 1899, when it was replaced by the Board of 
Education. Its most notable publications were probably the Special reports on 
educational subjects which provided a vivid picture of comparative education at 
the turn of the century 

19. Fonstnr CommissioQ 

1 he interests of the Forestry Commission in education are coverr 
tion Branch and are described in its own publication Forestry fjt , 

1964. As a result of changes given constitutional effect by an . Council 

which came into force on Ist April 1%5, ministerial responsibility for forestry in 
England belonged to the Ministry of Land and Natural Reso^urces, in ^ales to 
the Secretary of State for Wales, while the Secretary of State for Scotland retained 
his responsibilities north of the border. y 

The educational and other non-commercial possibilities of many of the Com- 
mission's properties were examined by Dr W. £. S. Mutch in Forestry Commission 
booklet no. 21 . PubHc recreation in national forests: a factual survey, 1968. 

20. Gcaend Register Office 

Although not directly concerned with 'education' its statistical work forms an 
essential basis for educational planning and research. For examples: Classification 
of occupations and the statistical data arising from census returns (e.g. Census 
1961, England and Wales, education tables, 1966). Scotland has its own General 
Register Oflke and publications. 

21. Gommiicnt Sodal Sunrcy ^ 

This department h administratively rrronsible to Treasury Ministers. It 
conducts research into the circumstances, attitudes and behaviour of large or small 
groups at the request of other government departments. Some examples of its 
work bearing on education are: Social survey 353^6 Adults* and adolescents' 
smoking habits and attitudes (by A. C. McKennell and R. K. Thomas); Social 
Survey 354 Undergraduates* attitudes to school teaching as a career (by R. Morton- 
Williams and others); and Social Survey 386 Mobility and reading habits of the 
blind (by P, G. Gray and Jean E. Todd). 

22. Home Office 

Children in care, juvenile delinquency, approved schools, the probation service 
and remand homes all come under the aegis of the Home Office, through the 
agexicy of its Children's Department. It is also responsible for the prison education 
service. In 1964 it published, perhaps unexpectedly, the report of the inter- 
departmental committee called — The demand for agricultural graduates. 

The Home Office has its Research Unit which publishes reports including 
Studies in the causes of delinquency and the treatment of offenders, a series by 
individual, named, authors. Other work with juvenile delinquents can be seen in, 
for example. Statistics relating to approved schoob, remand homes and attendance 
centres in England and Wales for the year 1966 (House of Commons paper no. ^1 
for the 1966/67 Session) and in such special reports as Administration of punish- 
ment at Court Lees approved school: report of inquiry by Mr Edward Brian 
Gibbens, Q.C. (Cmnd. 3367). With the Scottish Hoir and Health Departmen' it 
issues, with corrections and amendment lists from .ime to time. Directory * 
probation areas, probation officers and approved probation hostels and homes, in 
Conunand Paper 3601, 1968, Children in trouble, a new look was taken at iu 
policies and many, possibly controversial, changes were proposed. 

Its advisory council on child care introduced a lighter note into official advice 
with (the first of a series) Begone dull care: an Informal guide to residential care of 
children (by B. Vincent). 
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Cmnd. 3703 in 1968 presented by this department, the Department of Education 
and Science, the Ministry of Housing and Local Government and the Ministry of 
Health and called Report of the committee on iocai authority ami aitied personal 
social services (the Seebohm Report). This was a wide ranging review of nuuiy 
state services affecting families in England and Wales. Amongst us proposals was 
the important recommendation that local education authorities should become 
responsible for the education and training of all sub-normal children and should 
take over the junior training centres. 

In October 1968 an order brought into operation Part II of the Children and 
Young Persons Act, 1963, by which the Home Office, in place of the Department 
of Education and Science, became responsible for the laws governing employment 
ofyoung children. To give guidance to parents and others it has published Th^ 
law on performances by children, 1968. 

23. Howe of ComoMNis 

For a description of House of Commons Papers see Olle pages 28 to 29. 

The official reports of debates of the two Houses, 'Hansard*, are important, 
especially for ministerial statements and announcements; there are weekly and 
Sc»ional indexes to these. 

Important for education are the various reports of the Estimates Committee 
such as that concerned with Grants to universities and colleges of the 1964-65 
session. This contains important evidence and views of influential bodies on the 
financial position of British universities. A hotly disputed development has been 
the concern of the Committee of Public Accounts in the details of university 
administration in Parliament and controlof university finance {House of Commons 
Paper no. 290 Session 1966-67). Members of the Conunons have expressed their 
concern for a tighter parliamentary control over a number of areas of national 
policy by the setting up of select committees. That on Education and Science hu 
considered the functions of Her Majesty's Inspectorate and of student-staff 
relations in universities, colleges of art and technical colleges. The training of 
teachers may also be considered. The meetings of these select committees result 
in the publication of Minutes of evidence and Special reports. The reactions of the 
Department of Education and Science and of the Scottish Education Department 
to the proposals on the inspectorate are contained in Cnuid. 3860 and Cmnd. 
3859. 

24. iMhistrial Tralaing Boards 

As a result of the industrial Training Act, 1964, Section 8 (4) a series of Reports 
and statements of accounts are published as House of Commons Papers. Examples 
of these boards are-

The Lord Chancellor is concerned to some extent with legal education. An 
example of this intercut is the Report of the committee on legai education for 
students from Africa published in 1961. He is also, amongst many other duties, 
responsible for the Public Record Office. 

26. LonI President of the CoancU 

The educational functions of the Lord President were taken over by the 
Minister for Science (at one time the same man!). One very important report of 
the Lord President was Scientific manpower, 1946, (the Bariow Report). 

27. MMttcr for Sdaiee 

Most relevant documents were published by the Advisory Council on Scientific 
Policy or D.S.LR. This Department was dissolved by S.I. 490/1964. 
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The responsibilities of this dqMrtoieDt for Mricuhuiil cducitioo, fonneriy 
fitquently exeicised in coq|unction with the Ministry of Eduoation. hivs now 
ahppst entirely passed to the Dqwrtmcnt of Education and Sdenoc 

Fann Institutes and other fonns of agricultural education within the purview 
of local e du ca ti on authorities became the Ministiy's responsibility in April 19S9, 
and a subcommittee under the chairmanship of Aldemian Lampard-Vachdl 
icpoftedin I960 on the cstabitshment and kxation of courses; and a year later 
on teachers in asricultural sulqects, horticultural education and courses m such 
suljects for women. In April 1964, the Department of Education and Science 
assumed responnbility Ibr the five agricultuFal coUcfes; and the National 
Advisory Council on Ed u ca t ion for Industry and Co mm erce has appointed an 
Advisory Committee on Africuhund Education. 

29. Mlaislry if Defence 

The Ministry com bin es the former service depa r t m e n ts rdattng to the anny» 
navy» and air force. Pubiicattons include pamphlets rdating to physical education 
in the army, miscdlaneous reports, (e.g. Programmed instruction in the British 
armed forces: report on research and development \y D. Wallis and othen) and 
material concerning cadet forces in sdioob. 

at. MWitryof EdvattoB 

From 1944 until 1st April 1964, this dqnrtment was reqionsibile for duties now 
inchided in those of the Secretary of State for Education and Sdaoe. 

31. Mlaiitryef EdMatien(NerlhfniIrcM) See Section 

The parliament and administration of Northern Irdand were ff^flHtthfd after 
the Government of Ireland Act 1920 as amended by the Irish Free State (Con- 
sequential Provisions) Act 1922. 

32. Miaistry ef Ikmda^ and Local GewrMwat 

First esiablished in 1951 with the title of Local Gover nm e nt and Ptanning, its 
main duty Is the supervision of the work of local authorities. Throuili its control 
of local rating systems and of the central government's rate support graats it 
exercises very considerable influence on education policies. 

The M'ni^'s Committee on the Management of Local Govemmcm (1964-67) 
sitting under the dudrmanship of Sir Jdm Maud (now Lord Reddiffe-Maud) 
has caused sweeping changes in the committee system of local gove rnm ent in 
attempt to streamlme decision taking. The functions and mem b er s hip of local 
eduction authority committees have been altered as a result 

33. MiaMryefLMiMdNalmlRcMma 

Together with the Secretary of State for Wales this Mmistry presented, in 1966, 
Cmnd. 2928 Leisure in the countryside vduxh proposed a Countryside Commissiott 
amongst other aims. This was esublished by the Countryside Act 1968. This 
short lived Mmistry hu been dissolved and iu functions transfened to the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government except those rdating to forestry 
which went to the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. 

34. Mlaisiij of Oftrscas Dcfdopmcnt, formeriy Departmaat of Tiirhaiial 

Co^pentOm 

The National Council for the Supply of Teachers Oveneas, set up ilk September, 
I960, was transferred to this new ministiy in July 1965. Department of Education 
and Science Qrcular 10/60 Addendum No. 2, Appendix A gives the functions and 
m embership of this council. It is responsible fbr the UNBSCO National Com- 
mission for the United Kingdom. In 1966 it published The retort of the Higher 
Edueatioti Mission to the South Pacific appointed by agreement between the 
go mnm e nt s c/ Britain and New Zealand with the cooperation of the government 
€f Australia (chairman Sir Charles Morris). 

39* Mialidy of PiMIc BaBilRg and Woritt 

In 1963 the Minister published A national building agency (Cmnd. 2228) and 
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section 5 gives information about the Ministry of Education's encouiagement to 
local authorities to join in building consortia to use industrialised building systems 
in their schoob and alleges. 
3^ MUHiy of RiesB^sdks 

This was a short«4ived department at the end of the 1914-18 war. See its 1919 
Adidt Education Report, whidi was reprinted by Parrish in 1956 with an intro- 
duction by Professor R. D. Walker. 
37. MiriHry of Tirt nelogy 

The Minister is icsponsiUe for guiding and stimukUing the national effort to 
advance technology and new processes in British iiidustiy. He administers xeseaich 
establishments and aids some fifty autonomous uidustrial research assodations. 
He is reqNMisible for the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority and the 
National Research Devdopment Corporation and is diairman of the Advisory 
Cduncil on Technology. With the Department of Education and Science this 
Ministry has published the report of the Conmittee on Manpower Resources for 
Science and Technology A review of the seog^e and gfrobkms of seient^ and 
technohficai manpower policy (Chmd. 2800), and Education and traUung re- 
tpdrements for the electrical aid mechanical manufacturing industries. Statistics of 
science and technology is another joint publication. 
M. Nation^ Board far Prices $ed LKOi>t 

Under the chairmanship cf the Rt. Hon. Aubrey Jones, the 98th rqN>rt of *he 
Board called Standing reference on the pay ofutdversity teachers in Great Britain 
(Cmnd. 3866), 1968, found little favour in academic circles and was generally 
considered to reflect the prrsent confusion in national attitudes to policy making 
in higher education. One critic, Dr W. H. F. Barnes of Uverpool University stated 
that 'in the process of examining salaries in the light of productivity-Hi notion 
the relevance of i^iKh to imtvcrsity work was not nude dear-Hhe rqp^ 
with Httle understanding and less modesty over the \/ide complex area of uni* 
versity academic wotk and staffing*. 

Report 15 dealt irith Scottish teachers" salaries (1966). 

39. NntloMl Ammms Ci—IwIw 

The third report of this body was the lUmuneration of academic staff in univer- 
sities and coUega of advanced tedukdogy, Onnd. 2317 of March 1964. 

49. PMtMUcrGcMnl 

This dq»rtment has no direct connection with education, but the Report jf 
the committee on broadcasting, 1962, (Pilkington Report) is an exception. The 
PosUnaster Oenml is responsible to Parliament for broad questions of national 
policy concerning the television services of the B.B.C. and I.TA« and of the 
B.B.CS sound broadcasting services. Broadcasting may assume a new importance 
in education with the advent of the 'open university*. 

41. PriMMMster 

From time to time the Prime Minister appoinU special committees or 'sponsors* 
sutemenu of policy which bear on the work of educationists. The Committee on 
Higher Education (the Bobbins Report committee) is an example of the first 
(Cmnd. 2154); and immigration from the Commonwealth (Cmnd. 2739) of the 
second for iu sections 39 to 49 were devoted to educational problems. 

42. Royal CoMBiarioaa 

These are appointed by the Crown to undertake specific enquiries set out in their 
terms of reference. In addition to the great conmitssions of inquiry into the uni- 
venities, some other nineteenth century royal commissions of hi^orical import- 
ance are Report of the commissioners appointed to inquire into the state of popular 
education in England (the Newcastle report) 1861, Report of Her Maiest/s 
commissioners appoint^ to inquire into the revenues and management of certain 
collies and schools (iht Clarendon report )1864, Schools inquiry commission (the 
Taunton report) 1868, Report of the royal commission on scientific instruction and 
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the advancement o/ science (the Devonshiie report) I87M875. Mepori iff the roy^ 
conrniisskm on the elememary educatkm acts i^htCnmttpon) 1888, and Jl^^ft 
of the royal commission on secondary education (the Brycc report) 1995. 

A more recent example is the Rosral Commissioa oo Medical F^ipntkm 1965- 
1968 sitting under the diairmanihip of Lofd Todd and report]^ 
3569). 

Although not direcUy concerned with education the presem Ro^ 
on Local Government in Eogland (Chaiiman Lord Redclifle-Maud) which it 
expected to report early in 1969 wlU inthienoe the pattern of offaniiation of local 
education authorities. The Depa rtm e n t of Education and Science WFhnittfd iU 
iVritten evidence in 1967. The CommisMon has publisbed a aeries of Resemck 
stutBes. Those most closely concerning education are No. 4 Performance tmd size 
of local Education Authorities by the Load Government Oitnatiomd Research 
Unit, Royal Institute ofPMic Administration. No. 5 Local Authority Services md 
the characteristics of administrative areas by the Government Sodd Survey. No. 6 
Schooi Management and government by the Research Umt on Sdwd Mmt^ement 
and Government, University of London {Institute of Eduaaion). No. 8 TV limer 
London Education Authority: a study of divisional administration by Anthea Tinker, 

There is also a Royal Commission on Local Governmen t in Scotland (Chair- 
man lofd Wheatly) to which education authorities and professional ••'r^f wm 
have given published evidence. 

43, ScattMi Edncadon Pfparlwi (See Section V) 

This Deputmem i£ the responsibility of the Secretary of State for Scotland, and 
iU administration and lis publications are centred on Edinbuigh. It issues its own 
annual report entitled Education in Scotland in. . some sections afwhidi are 
also issued separately each year. It covers some sul^ects that are inEi^laodthe 
responsibility of the Home Oflkx. The Secretaiy of State orereises his 
relating to school health through the Scottish Home and Hcahh Departments. He 
administers tlie Royal Scottish Museum. The supervision of the training of 
teachers and issue of teadiers* certificates, the regulation of teachers* salaries, ^ 
the administration of studenu' awards and of teachen* superannuation schemes 
are also among the Department's duties. 

The Department was or^nally constituted under the Ed ucation (Scotland) 
Act 1872, under the name Scotch Education Department, as a committee of the 
Privy CounciL 

44. Sodal Sdace RcMfcfa CoMcfl 

TheCouncil was created by the Science and Technolw 1965, fi/Oowii^ 
the report of the Heyworth Committee on Social Studies. Its ot»yects inchide the 
encouragement and support of research in the social sciences, t.ichiding educatm 
topics, by making grants and disseminating information and advice. It publtshet 
Sodal research supported by the SSRC from its address at Sute House, High 
Holbom, W.C.I., and H.M5.0. publishes its annual report as a House of 
Commons Paper. Information about the latest developments is given in a News- 
letter issued three times a year, and for awards see the totest edition of Post- 
graduate trafning in the sodal sciences 196 : a guide to SSRC studentships and 
fellowships. 

48. Seandfag Cn—lMlpii en l^fnsMj mi GaMcrka 

This was formerly under the Treasury but presented its seventh report, for the 
period 1961-1964 to the Secretary of State for Education and Science, the Secre- 
tary uf State for Scotland, and the SecreUry of Sute for Wales. In 1 968 it pub- 
lished Universities and museums: report on the universities in relation to their own 
and other museums. 

46. Slalata 

These are not in any sense departmental publications but are issued by Parlia- 
ment with the Royal Assent and printed by the Queen's Piinter of Acts of 
Pftriiament (in practice the Controller of H.M5.0.). They range from the various 
Education Acts to the ChUdren and Young Persons {Harmful Pubiications) Act, 
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1955. They %»fere known by a number correspoiiding to the year of theioweign's 
and the number of the statute m that year (e.g. Menial Health Act, 1959. 
7 ASEliz. 2. Ch.m Since January. I%3. it has consisted of calendar year and 
diapter number (e.g. 7%f5nffir«Mfr«c*a^^ 1965. is 1965 c.4). These 
can be approached through Habbm/s Statiaes of EnrlamI, 2nd ed. with itt 
cumulative suppkments, noter-up. and interim service * «/«umes. 

Local acts, such as the 1 965 Vnmr^y of Leeds Act, are not hiduded in vohunes 
of public teoetal acts but published separately. Local biOs are printed by the 
promoCeis.

The Titasufy exercises impoitant influence on all fovemnieflial activity. An 
aspect of this can be seen in iU publication Gover nm e nt and the arts I95H964. 
ILMS.O.. 1964. The Univery ty Giants Committee and the Standmg Commission 
on Museums and Art Galleries were fonneriy under the direct control of the 
Tfvasury. In 1968 the Training and Education Division published Ciwil service 
trmmr^ 1966^7. In the face of an ever changing system the Tieasuiy's Her

The princtittl education act is that of 1944 (the *Butler Act*) with amendii« 
Acts in 1946, 1959, 1962, 1967 and 1968. Salaries of Icachen and related matters 
are deah with in Remaneraiion of Teachers Act^ 1965 and Teachers Superamm- 
turn Aet^ 1967. 

III. THE DEPARTMENT OP EDUCATION AND SCIENCE 
The fbUowmg are some of the main types of publication. 

The main lines of educational policy aie laid down in various acts of Puiiament, 
but it is usual for such acts to stipidate that the Minister shaO make such reguhi- 
tions, on certain matters and sutifect to certain safeguards, as he may think fit 
These regulations arc known as Statutory Instruments and may be requtied to be 
laid before Piarliamcm in draft or afker they have been made. These arv sometin» 
known as Reguhuions, sometimes as Schemes, and sometiines as Rules (though 
these Rules must not be confused with the other kind of Rules noted in section 4 
below). An cxampk of a Statutory Instrument is No. 2073, 7%e iiuRdfe^i^ 
aad spedtd sehoob ameadmg regmhttions, 1962, which was made tiy the Mirnster 
in e«rcise of the powers conferred upon him tyy section 33 of the GAk^^ 
1944. It is usual for an explanatory note to be added to(butJKFrtobepartoOa 
Statutory Instrument, explaining in simple terms its main purpose, and the note 
to no. 2073 wiU ilhistrate the sort of thing which is made the sal^ect of a Statutory 
Instrument "These regulations amend the definitions of piqNis handicapped by 
impaired hearing in order to take account of the greater use of residual hearvv 
made possibte by irwproved elect r o ni c aid and new tectoiques of special educa* 
tiooal tieatmcm'. 

Befove the Statutory iustruments Act of 1946 (which rcplaoed the Mules 
FMkaiiom Act of IM) Statutory Instrumenu were known as statutory ndes, 
Olden and regulations. 

Most Statutory Instrumenu are avaitebie through H.M.S.O. but certain local 
Rules are neither prmted nor on sak to the public, lists of Statutory IrMtruinents 
forafl i overn n ie Mt depa i t m e ntt areissuedforeachof the months January— May 
and iulf— November. There is also a half-yearly list (ianwy— June) and an

From time to time the Secretary of State issues short Ciixrulars and Admtntstra- 
ttvc Memoranda in order to inicrpiet regulations, policy statements, etc to 
schoob and L.EJL*s or to give other useful information. The brand distinction 
bctiveen Circulars and Administrative Memoranda is that Qrcutus a mi mMioe 
policy or cfaaii^ of policy and are always signed the Permanent Secretary. 
Administrative Memoranda are more otoi informative documents, though they 
may announce changes in administiative procedure. 

Circular 10/65, The orgamsation ofucondary education, requested Ixal educa- 
tion authorities to submit plam for a system of oomprehenstve secondary 
education. "The purpose of this Circular is to provide sonw central guidaiKc on 
the methods by which this can be achieved*. Administrative Memorarjdum 
No. 9/64 gave information about the Council for National Academic Awards. 
Although some Circulars and AdministrrtiveMenwra nd a deal wi^ 
these two exanipks are given to show that they are often of very great importance. 
Circulars and Administrative Memoranda are numbered consecutively through- 
out the year (C.I/62, 2/62, 3/62 etc A.M. 1/62, 3/62 dcX though before April 

1959 they were numbered in sequence. AmendmenU may be issued from time to 
time and given the number of the addendum with the date of issue and the re- 
ference of the original document For example, Circular 1 0/60 of 1 2th September, 

1960 on the National CouncU for the Supply of Teachers OverMas has had two 
addenda. The most recent is ^Circular l(V60 Addendum No. 2 (21st July 1965)*. 

Some Circulars and Adminsstrative Memoranda are printed by and are on sale 
film H. M.S.O., but mariy are issued direct by the Departmem and are not readily 
obtainabiebymcmbcfsof the public or interested bodies. Eventually H.M.S.O. 
publishes an annual bound volume, and curiously enough this inchides ali 
Circulars and Administrative Memoranda including those which were previously 
restricted! The key to Cimilars and Administrative Memoranda is index to 
Department of Education and Science Circulars and A<bninistrative Memoranda 
current on ist January 19... (List 10), which is arranged under sul^ects, e.g. 
•Meals and Milk*. 

From time to time pamphlets may be issued attached to or associated with 
Administrative Memoranda, e.g. A.M. 5/67 announced revised Itmitt of cost for 
buikling prcjecU at colleges of education. In December, 1967, *he Departmem 
issued Notes on the /nocedures for the t^oval of college of education Mldini 
projects which incorporated the changes and set out the new procedures. 

4. Riles 

It has been noted eariier that some Statutory Instruments are known as Rules 
and that there is another different type of publication also known as Rules. 
These are drawn up by joint committees of professional institutions and other 
interested parties, issued by the SecreUuy of Suie and published by H.M.SX). 
Awards or examination regulations are commonly the subject of such Rules. 
Examples are:

It 
contains details of the variom branches of education for %vhicfa the Departmem i^ 
responsible, and surveys the year's profress. It inchides lists of Statutory Instru- 
menu and aO other puMicafions during the year. Other appendices cover gnmu 
to jfouth and sporting otgMiisatioiis;researefa projects financed by the Dcpaitnie^ 
ovciseas assistants, etc. 

Closely linked to the annual report of the Secretary of State, though not 
requM by statute, is TV AeaM<^lAfirA0o/rAj^ 

Officer of the Department of Education and Scknoe, which is pubUshed every 
two years. As wdl as surveying the peneral physical condition of school children 
and the work of the school health and dental services, it includes information on 
all kinds of illness and disability, from asthma to educational subnormality, and 
from goitre to epidemic infections. Often it includes special sections on things 
th?t have not been studied in detail for some years, for tmtanoe the 19$8-9 report 
mchides a chapter on plantar warU or vemicae. it is paiticuUriy vahiable flor 
die purposes of special education. 

Other occasional reports are those issued by statutory and official but non- 
statutory bodies, councils, committees, etc. 

ifl) STATirroaY aoDiEs; 

Two bodies required by the Education Act, 1944, are the Central Advisory 
Cbuncil for Education (Ei^hnd) and the Central Advisory Coimcil for Education 
(Wales). These replaced the old Cdnsultative Commitiee (under the Board of 
Education) windi produced such vahiabte reports as the Hadow Repo^ 
*<>3I and 1933 on secondary, primary, and iiifam and inuseiy ed u cation. The two 
Coundk 'advise the Minister upon such matters connecteJ with educational 
theory and practice as they think fit^ and upon any question referred to them by 
him*. In practice the Oxmciis have not however completed any reports initiated 
by th emsel v es . 

At the time of the Crowther Report there were thirty members of the Central 
Advisory Council for Education (England) and a Ministry Assessor and a 
Secretary. 

The Central Advisory Council for Education (England) has so far issued six 
reports. They are:

(b) NOiWAnnoRY aoiMES (this list is not exhaustive); 

These are set up, normally by a Mmister, either as permanent bodies to advise 
on general policy in some particular field or as special committees to consider 
some definite question. 

There are three non-statutory National Councib concerned with particuUr 
aspecu of education. These are for further education, the training and supply of 
tcadiefs, and art education. 

(1) The National Advisory Council on Education for Industry and Co mm erc e 
was set up in 1948 as the result of the recommendations of the Percy Committee 
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on higher technological education. Its first report was The future it^lopmeut of 
hifher techuological education, 1950, and led in 1955 to the csUbUshment of the 
.independent National Council for Tcchnolotical Awards virhich is now suc- 
ceeded hy the Council for NaUonal Academic Awards, a degree-giving body. 
This work is described in Admmistraiive Memorandmi, no. 964. The N JLCE.I.C. 
report Further education for commerce, 1958, (the McMeeking Report), reviewed 
the 6eld of commercial subjects and led to an expansion of opportunities in diis 
area. Other reports have dealt with sandwich GourMS(Ru»dl), a h^her award in 
business studies (Crick), day-release (Henniker-Heaton), the public tdatioos of 
further education (Alexander), and agricultural education (Dadd). 

The Councd estabUsbcd in Mardi, 1964, a Committee on Mote Effective Use of 
Tecfankal College Resources which published iu first report io 1966 called The 
size 4^ classes and approwal (^further education courses (Chairman untU December 
1966, Lord Pilkington; from January 1967, Sir Joseph Hunt). The roost recent is 
A report on the use <f costing and other financial techniques in technic^ colleges, 
1969. 

(2) The National Advisory CdunctI on the Training and Supply of Teachers was 
esublished in 1949 and nc«w considers the education of teachers and their dis- 
tribution but not their oonditkw of empkyymem or salaries. Its tirttrepo^ 1951, 
was Training md supply of teachers and shows the Council doing its work of 
warning the Minister about the consequences of the tncressing number of 
chikbcn ottering schoob. Itt report Three year traim^ for teachers, 1956, 
iflustratesitteirorts to hnprow teacher tratnirig. Further reports have been cidled 
Demand and supply <f teachers 1960^, 1962, The futiae pattern of the education 
and training of teachers, 1962, and The demand for and supply ofteackers 1963- 
1986, 1 965. This made the ninth report of the Council, which then "fen apart' {The 
Timer editorial of January 3rd, 1969, urging the need for a successor to this 
body.) 

The Council's Standing Sub-Committee on Teachers for Further Fditntfion 
under the Chairmanship of Sir Lionel Russell issued The supply and trainb^ of 
teachers for further education in 1966. 

(3) The National Advisory Council on Art Education was appointed m 1959 
and its first report was published in the folkming year, llie name of its Chairn^ 
Sir WiUiam Coldstream, has been attached to this report whidi led to a Nat^ 
Council for Awards in Art and Design in 1961 under the chairmanship of Sir 
John SummcTKm. These reports have had a significant inqMct on the life of the 
ooUeges of art, and recemty a minority of studentt has exprened dissatisfaction 
with the patterns now estaUished. 

(C) SOME OTHEa OFFICIAL aODIES; 

(1) The Secondary School Examinations Council was fira esublished in 1917 to 
assist the Board of Education in its function as a co-ordinating authority for 
seoofidary school examinatioris and to give advice. One of iu most famous reporU 
was Curriculum and examinations in secondary schools, 1943, (Norwood Report) 
and more recent reports have led to the General Certificate of Education and the 
Certificate of Secondary Education. An extension to a vrider audience of this work 
of advising the government has been its series of Examination Bulletins:

a u n i w uity first degree or cqiuvalent lu first leport was published in 1963 and 

called Mamagtmeta stmBes in techtiicai coUetes, A second rqwrt with the same 

title was prepared in August 1965. 

(3) Yoitfb Service Deveiopoient Council. 

This was created afler the Albemarle report The Minister responsible is the 
Joint Parliamentary Under-Secretary and the Department of Education and 
Scieooe publishes a bulletin called Youth service. A committee under the chair- 
min ship ofG.S.Bessey produced 5;fmcr6j^r0frrA, 1966, and under the Countess 
of Albmarle A second report on the troMnf of /fart-time youth leaders and 
assistoMif 1966.

From time to time the Secretary of State sets up various ad hoc bodies to oon* 
sider special questions. Examples of the work of such committees and wofking 
patties are the Underwood Report {Report of the committee on mtdadjusted 
ddUken^ 195% the Annan Report {The teaddng of Russian^ 1962), the Carr- 
Saunders Report {Report of a special committee on education for commerce, 1949), 
thtFktnmg^Ltpon {The pubiic schoob and the general education 1944), 
the Albemarle Report {Youth service in England and Wales, 1960), and the 
fUabett%KicpOfti{Structure of the public library serv^ 1959).

{e) TEACfORS* SALAUES; 

This highly contentious subject is dealt with in a series of reports for the various 
branches of the profession. Report of the comn^ttee on scales of salaries for the 
teaddng staff ceikges of education of England and Wales; Report of the arbitral 
body on salaries for teachers in primary and secondary sdu/ob, EngUmd and Wales; 
and Report of arbitrd body on salaries for teachers in establishmems for fiaiher 
education.

{England and Wales); Scales of salaries for teachers in establishments for further 
education England and Wales, 1967; and Scales of salaries for the training sU^^of 
farm institutes and for teachers of agricultural {including horticultural) subjects 
England and Wales.

Until 1 960 the annual report had a large statistical section, but since 1 961 only a 
few statistics are included at the back of the report and the bulk of the graphs and 
tables of statistical information are contained in a special annual publication en* 
titled Statistia of Education first issued in three parts. A supplement to part 2 of 
the 1961 Statistics, giving detaib of G C.E. resulu and achievements, was issued 
in 1962; m subsequent years this information was given in part 3, until 1966 when 
the steady expansion of the volumes made a further division necessary. There 
are now six vohunes each with titles:

Many publications and committees are concerned wiUi Wales as well as with 
England, but there are some which are peculiar to Wales only, and therefore a 
number of Wdsh publications; many of them are bilingual. 

The Central Advisory Council for Education (Wales) has concerned itself with 
more detailed questions than iU English counterpart and some of iU enquiries 
might in England have been the concern of special advisory committees.

V. SCOTTISH EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

The system of Scottish education is described in the Department's Public 
education in Scotland, 6th ed., 1967, which concludes with a selected bibliography 
covering the official publications still of value together with a few general works 
(mostly historical) from other sources. 

A separate set of Sututes covers education in Scotland. These were consolidated 
in Edttcaiion {Scotland) Act 1962 and have hem added to by, for example. 
Education {Scotland) Act 1%3 and Teaching Council {Scotland) Act 1965. 

The main report and source of information is the annual Education in Scotland 
. . . published by H.M.S.O. and is a command paper. Some more detailed 
statistical information can be found in the Departmem's own publicat' * 
Statistics of students in vocational courses of fia-ther education in Scotland but ui 
greater importance is the series begun in 1967 Scottish educational statistics with 
the previous year's data. 

Section 80 of the Education {Scotland) Act, 1962, requires the publication of 
the Report of the accountant appointed under the act and this gives detaito of the 
accounts of education authorities, governing bodies of grant-aided educational 
establishments, managers of approved schools, and governing bodies of edtica- 
tional endowments and so provides information of a kind not readily accessible 
south of the border. 

Under the same Act of 1962 (sections 125-127) the Department publishes Draft 
schemes, and then Schemes which are given consecutive numbers. These are listed 
in the annual report. 

Scottish Department of Education Circulars are numbered consecutively; 
e.g. Circular no. 600 Reorganisation of secondary education on comprehensive 
lines. They are listed in the annual report but, unlike those of Wales, not reprinted 
in the bound volumes. There are no separate Administrative Memoranda. 
Statutory Instruments relating to Scotland are given an additional numto-, e.g. 
1965 No. 1298 {S. 58) Education, Scotland. The Education Authority Bursaries 
{Scotland) {Amendment No. I) Regulations 1965. 

The Department publishes its own series of lettered lists, e.g. List G. Handicap- 
ped pupils in Scotland. 

COVHCllS 

There was an Advisory Council on Education in Scotland, first appointed in 
1946, reconstructed in 1957 which, before expiring in 1961 issued reports on 
Further education. The training of teachers, and Transfer from primary to secondary 
education (to name only three). 
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The Standing Consultative Council on Youth Service issues reports through the 
Scottish Education f^qxiitment; for example in 1961 it published The trot, ng of 
part-time leaders, in the following year Recommendations on the long-term provision 
of professional training of youth leaders, and in 1966 Progressive joint training of 
part-time youth leaders. 

The Scottish Council for the Training of Teachers was required to send the 
Secretary of State for Scotland a report in accordance with R^sulation 64 of the 
Teachers {Training Authorities) {Scotland) Regulations, 1958. The Second report 
of proceedings covers the period May 1961 to May 1964. Further information 
concerning teacher training can be found in the Scottish Education Department's 
Teachers: education, training and certification. Memorandum on entry requirements 
196... 

The Teaching Council {Scotland) Act 1965 esUblished a General Teaching 
Council for Scotland with wide powers over the education and recognition of 
teachers but not of their salaries and conditions of service. One of its duties is the 
keeping of a register of teachers. Salaries are governed by Remuneration of 
Teachers {Scotland) Act 1967. 

The Scottish Technical Education Consulutive Council has a brief account of 
its work in Education in Scotland in . . . each year but more detaib can be fou.ul 
in its own annual report. It also publishes, with the Scottish Committee of the 
Ccnlral Training Council, a Newsletter. From time to time the Council esublishes 
working parties on special aspects of technkal educatkm, e.g. the Report of 
pre-apprenticeship courses committee (the Arrell Report), 1962. 

In 1965 the Department established the Consulutive Committee on the 
Curriculum to maintain a continuous reivew of the curriculum as a whole, and 
began a series in 1967 called Curriculum papers'.

The Scottish Certifkate of Education publishes an annual report but since 
July 1966, its publicatkms inJuding the annual Examination arratgements and 
syllabus and examinatkm papers are distributed by John Menzies A Co. Ltd. of 
Haiover BuiMings, Rose Street, Edinburgh. 
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The Department issues publkations similar to Department of Education and 
Science PamphleU. One of the most useful of these is Junior secondary education, 
1955, which formed a complete gukle to the curriculum of the Scottish equivalent 
of the secondary modem school. The book Primary education in Scotland, 1965, 
is the report of the committee of which Mr i. Shanks was chairman and is also of 
great interest to those teaching in England and Wales. The Department publishes 
Educational building notes:

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VI. NORTHERN IRELAND 

The Ministry of Education in Belfast issues annual reports and other occasional 
publications. The title of this report takes the form, for example. Education in 
Northern Ireland, 1963-64, being the report of the Ministry of Education for 
Northern Ireland for the year ended 3ht July 1964. Presented to Parliament by 
Command of His Excellency the Governor of Northern Ireland, January 1965. This 
example is Cmnd. 476 and it should be noted that the Northern Ireland command 
papers have their own series of serial numbers. Education statistics no. I was 
published in October 1965. 

The annual report gives an Appendix of Acts of Parliament, sUtutory rules 
and orders, reports and other publications which, on 31st July . . ., were %vholly 
or partly in force or of internt or of importance in educatioinl administration.* 
The first section lists from those of Westminster with similar names by the 
inclusion of '(N.I.V between the short title and the date of the sutute. This list is 
comprehensive from 1923 but those Acts which have been wholly repealed are 
preceded by an asterisk. Sututory Rules and Orders made subsequent to 1st 
April 1948, are similarly treated, but of those made prior to tliat date only those 
still current are listed. The Belfast H.M.S.O. issues an annual bound volume of 
Circulars. 

There is an Advisory Council for Education in Northern Irdand which issues 
reports; for example, it published in 1964 Four short reports of the Advisory 
Council for Education in Northern Ireland: Cmd. 471; secondary school organiM' 
tion: conditions of recognition; supply of teachers; selection procedure. 

In November 1963, the Minister of Finance appointed a committee under the 
chairmanship of Sir John Lockwood to 'review the facilities for university and 
higher technical education in Nothem Ireland, having regard to the Report of 
the Robbins Committee, and to make recommendations.' Its report led to the 
setting up of the New University of Ulster at Coleraine which is making the study 
of education one of its special features. 

A review of mid<entury developments can be found in Educational recon- 
struction in Northern Ireland—the first fourteen years. An extract from the report 
of the Ministry of Education for the year 1962-63, 1964. 

The Youth Employment Service Board presented its first two annual reports to 
the Ministry of Labour and National Insurance but the third and sutnequent 
reports went to the Ministry of Education. 

Functions relating to ptiblic libraries and museums, which were previously 
the responsibility of the Ministry of Health and Local Government, %vere trans- 
ferred by order in Council to the Ministry of Education with effect from 1st May, 
1964. The library services, including school libraries, were considered by a com- 
mittee sitting under the chairmanship of Dr J. S. Hawat in a report called The 
public library service in Northern Ireland {Cmd. 494). 

Publications relating to Northern Ireland should be obtained from H.M.S.O., 
7-1 1 Linenhall Streeet, Belfast, BT2 SAY, and not from London. There is an 
annual list of publications.
